TO THE COLORED PKOPLB OF THE TT. 9- 


1 Now that our race hits been fully eman- 


cipated by the enfranchisement of all, on 
equal ground with our citizens, it becomes 
us to celebrate the events of emancipation 
and enfraccTfiieraent'iB. a becoming man- 
ner. Heretofore we hare been in the habit 
of celebrating the anniversary of "West 
India emancipation. Now we have added 
to our days of rejoioing the anniversary of 
the proclamation of emancipation by Presi- 
dent Lincoln, and the proclamation of the 
ratification of the adoption of the fifteenth 
WM'wi™*'-*** by Presideut Grant. 


Tho celebration of all these days sep- 


arately by the colored people of the coun- 
try would subject them to a great deal of 
Interruption!:! their ordinary business and 
employments, and to more expense than 
most of them can well afford. I therefore 
propose that tbe colored people of the 
United Statet agreo upon one common day 
for an annual celebration, so that they can 
concentrate all their efforts and means to 
make a yearly celebration worthy of the 
three gre?t events in the history of our 
race, and I sugpest that suoh united cele- 
bration shall take place on the first day of 
August in each year — the day which gave 
liberty to "eight hundred thousand slaves 
in the British Islands — and that this be 
held BS a day of general jubilee by the 
colored people of the whole civili.:ed world. 
It is well known that, in this conutry, the 
colored people are generally employed and 
are receiving money at this time of year, 
and they cau better afford to contribute afc 
that time than to divide into three or four 
celebrations every year. I make this sug- 
gestion, hoping that the colored people 
will consider tto subject, and let us have 
a general expression and concert of action 
Will papers friendly to tha «ol«red people 
pleas* copy thes* suggestions.
